Madam  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Annual  Report  on  the  health 
and  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  Urban  District  for  the  year  ended  31st 
December,  1966. 

The  Registrar  General's  estimate  of  population  of  the  district 
at  June  1966  was  5,650,  a decrease  of  50  on  last  years. 

The  figures  for  the  number  of  births  during  the  year  is  94  that  is 
51  males  and  43  females.  This  represents  an  increase  of  21  on  the  previous 
year's  figures  when  73  births  (32  males  and  41  females)  were  registered.  The 
number  of  deaths  registered  during  the  year  was  98  (50  males  and  48  females),  and 
this  figure  shows  an  increase  of  (29)  oh1  that  for  the  previous  year.  I am  very 
pleased  to  say  that  there  were  no  still  births  during  the  year  out  of  94  live 
births,  this  is  very  heartening  news  as  in  1965  we  had  2 still  births  as  against 
only  73  live  births.  >

Deaths  from  cancer  of  all  sites  numbered  10  representing  10.20% 

of  all  deaths,  and  deaths  from  cancer  of  the  lung  and  bronchus  was  classed  as

being  responsible  for  3 deaths. 

The  Infant  Mortality  Rate  of  18.9  per  1,000  live  births  in  England 
and  Wales  was  again  the  lowest  ever  recorded  in  this  country,  our  own  Infant 
Mortality  Rate  of  21.27  per  thousand  is  also  extremely  low. 

A total  of  217  notifications  of  infectious  diseases  were  recorded 
(as  against  9 notifications  recorded  during  1965 ),  made  up  as  follows 
Measles  212,  Pneumonia  2,  Tuberculosis  Respiratory  2,  Tuberculosis  Other  1. 

This  increase  in  1966  of  212  cases  of  measles  underlines  the  fact  that  this 
particular  infectious  disease  has  peaks  approximately  every  3 years. 

During  1966  I am  again  pleased  to  be  able  to  report  that  we  received 
no  notifications  of  food  poisoning  cases  in  this  district,  it  is  hoped  that 
this  is  a true  record.  It  is  known  that  many  families  do  not  bother  to  call 
in  their  family  doctor  and  treat  themselves.

B.C.G.  VACCINATION . 

The  two  schemes  in  operation,  that  is  the  scheme  administered  by 
the  Chest  Physicians  on  the  one  hand  and  the  County  Council  Scheme  on  the 
other,  continued  to  operate  throughout  the  year.  The  Scheme  administered 
by  the  Chest  Physicians  is  limited  to  children  who  have  been  in  contact 
with  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  and  the  County  Council  Scheme  is  for 
school  children  of  the  age  of  13  years  and  upwards. 

DIPHTHERIA  AND  DIPHTHERIA  IMMUNISATION. 

No  cases  of  Diphtheria  has  been  notified  in  the  district  during 
the  year  under  review,, 

I am  indebted  to  Dr»  J.B.S.  Morgan,  the  County  Medical  Officer, 
who  has  kindly  supplied  the  following  details  regarding  Diphtheria  Immunisations 
carried  out  during  the  year  in  this  district. 


Record  cards  received  during  the  year  in  respect  of  children 
immunised  during  that  year. 

Primary  Immunisations  - 104 

Booster  Injections  - 74 

This  gives  an  increase  of  25  primary  immunisations  and  an  increase 
of  32  booster  injections  as  compared  with  last  year's  figures. 

This  increase  is  . very  gratifying  but  I wish  to  emphasise  that 
parentsrshoul-d  continue  to  bring  their  children  for  these  very  necessary 

injections. 


POLIOMYELITIS  AND  POLIOMYELITIS  VACCINATION. 


It  gives  me  great  pleasure  once  again  to  report  that  no  confirmed 
case  of  poliomyelitis  occurred  in  the  district  during  the  year,  but  freedom  from 
infection  can  only  be  maintained  if  parents  continue  to  bring  their  children  for 
immunisation. 

IMMUNISATION  AGAINST  WHOOPING  COUGH  AND  TETANUS. 


Arrangements  for  immunisation  against  these  two  complaints  is  available 
through  the  Derbyshire  County  Council  and  the  same  arrangements  remained  in  force 
throughout  the  year.  Injections  are  given  at  the  County  Council  Clinic,  or  by 
the  General  Practitioners  and  booster  doses  are  given  after  the  recommended 
interval  has  elapsed. 
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NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT r 1948  - SECTION  47. 
NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  (AMENDMENT)  ACT,  1951. 


These  two  Acts  give  authority  to  secure  necessary  care  and 
attention  for  persons  who: 

(a)  are  suffering  from  grave  chronic  diseases,  or  being  aged 
and  infirm  or  physically  incapacitated  are  living  in 
insanitary  conditions,  and 

(b)  are  unable  to  devote  to  themselves,  and  are  not  receiving 
from  other  persons  proper  care  and  attention. 

It  was  not  found  necessary  to  take  any  formal  action  under  these 
Acts  during  the  year.

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EXFOLIATIVE  CYTOLOGY  (COMMONLY  CALLED  SMEAR  TESTS  FOR  CANCER  OF 
THE  NECK  OF  THE  WOMB). 


Derbyshire  County  Council  accepts  the  value  of  exfoliative  cytology 
in  the  early  diagnosis  of  cancer  of  the  cervix  of  the  uterus,  and  since  the 
29th  June,  1964,  the  County  Health  Committee  has  agreed  to  some  of  their  medical 
staff  collecting  smears  for  cytological  examination  at  certain  County  Council 
Clinics,  and  these  facilities  are  now  available  at  : 

Belper  Clinic,  Field  Lane,  Belper. 

Derby  Clinic,  Cathedral  Road,  Derby. 

Matlock  Clinic,  Lime  Avenue,  Matlock. 

Ripley  Clinic,  Derby  Road,  Ripley. 

St.  Oswald's  Hospital,  Ashbourne. 

Anyone  requiring  this  examination  should  contact  the  Health  Visitor  at  any  of 
these  Clinics. 

The  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health  has  consulted  with  the  Local 
Medical  Committee  and  it  has  been  agreed  that  the  patient's  own  doctor  should 
have  the  opportunity  of  deciding  whether  to  collect  the  smears  himself  or  to 
let  this  be  done  by  one  of  the  medical  officers  employed  at  a County  Council 
Clinic. 

AMBULANCE  SERVICE. 


The  responsibility  for  the  provision  for  Ambulance  Service  under 
Section  27  of  the  National  Health  Service, Act,  1946,  rests  with  the  Derbyshire 
County  Council,  as  the  Local  Authority. 

The  Ambulance  Station  at  Ashbourne  is  situated  in  Park  Avenue  near 
the  Fire  Station  and  is  manned  from  8.0  a.m.  to  midnight.  Whilst;;  the  period 
midnight  tc  8.0  a.m.  is  covered  by  personnel  on  stand-by  duty,  additional  cover 
is  afforded  by  the  main  station  at  Mickleover  which  is  manned  throughout  the 
24  hours.  The  establishment  of  the  Ashbourne  Ambulance  Station  is,  1 Superinteni 
1 Senior  Driver,  and  8 Driver/Attendants.

HOSPITAL  SERVICES. 


Cases  of  infectious  disease  occurring  in  the  district  may  be  removed 
to  the  Derwent  Hospital,  Derby. 

Cases  of  Tuberculosis  requiring  admission  to  hospital  are  referred 
to  the  Chest  Physician,  Chest  Centre,  Green  Lane,  Derby  (Telephone  Derby  47866), 
and  may  be  admitted  to  the  Derwent  Hospital,  Draycott  Hospital  or  to  Walton  Hospit 
Chesterfield. 

All  admission  and  discharge  of  cases  of  infectious  disease,  including 
Tuberculosis,  are  notified  to  the  District  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

BACTERIOLOGICAL. EXAMINATIONS. 

All  Bacteriological  Examinations  in  connection  with  milk,  water, 
food  supplies  and  infectious  disease  are  carried  out  at  the  Public  Health  Laboratc 
(Medical  Research  Council),  121a  Osmaston  Road,  Derby  (Telephone  Derby  47141  Ext.; 

Specimens  taken  by  Medical  Practitioners  are  forwarded  direct  to  the 
Laboratory  and  the  results  are  not  communicated  to  this  department  except  when  a 
positive  result  leads  to  notification  under  the  Infectious  Diseases  Regulations.

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  first  Annual  Report  for  the 
year  ending  31st  Deoember,  1966, 

The  slum  olearanoe  programme  expired  at  the  end  of  1965  and  it  was 
therefore  neoessary  to  survey  the  older  houses  in  the  town  in  order  to 
produoe  a new  programme.  Thirty-seven  houses  were  found  to  be  unfit  for 
human  habitation  and  together  with  twelve  houses  remaining  to  be  dealt 
with  from  the  old  programme  made  a total  of  forty-nine  houses  which  should 
be  dealt  with  over  the  next  five  years,  A number  of  the  houses  are  ocoupied 
by  elderly  people,  and  this  presents  a problem  when  rehousing, as  many  of  them 
do  not  want  to  move  for  various  reasons. 

The  number  of  applications  for  Improvement  Grants  from  owners  of 
properties  was  very  disappointing,  Out  of  a total  of  10  houses  improved,  omy 
one  was  tenanted.  It  is  known  that  many  houses  in  the  town  although  not  unfit, 
laok  one  or  more  of  the  standard  amenities,  namely  a bath  in  a bathroom,  a wash- 
hand  basin,  an  inside  water  closet,  a hot  water  supply  and  satisfactory  food 
storage  facilities,  It  is  essential  that  those  houses  be  improved  so  that 
theydo  not  deteriorate  and  beoome' the  - slums  of  -the  future. 


A number  of  houses  in  one  area  of  the  town  were  inspected  and  thirty- 
five  out  of  seventy-four  were  found  to  require  improvement.  Letters  were 
sent  to  the  owners  of  the  property  suggesting  that  they  should  consider 
applying  for  an  Improvement  Grant,  The  response  has  been  very  poor. 

It  was  surprising  that  no  applications  were  received  from  tenants  of 
sub-standard  property  asking  the  Counoil  to  exeroise  their  powers  of 
oompulsory  improvement  under  the  provisions  of  the  Housing  Aot,  1964. 

In  Deoember,  a concentrated  effort  was  started  on  the  inspection  of 
premises  under  the  Offioes,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Aot,  1963«  The 
majority  of  premises  inspected  did  not  comply  with  the  detailed  regulations 
made  under  the  Act,  and  Informal  notioes  were  served  on  the  occupiers. 

There  was  a deorease  in  the  number  of  animals  slaughtered  in  the  town 
due  to  the  closure  of  one  slaughterhouse.  Post  mortem  inspection  of  the 
animals  slaughtered  revealed  no  evidenoe  of  tuberoulosis  or  oysticerous  bovis. 

The  Pood  Hygiene  (Markets,  Stalls  and  Delivery  Vehioles)  Regulations, 

1966  were  introduced.  These  Regulations  have  been  long  awaited  so  that  now  a 
higher  standard  of  hygiene  for  mobile  shops,  delivery  vehioles  and  market  stalls 
oan  be  enforoed  by  looal  authorities, 

I have  pleasure  in  thanking  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Publio  Health 
Committee  for  their  support  and  the  Clerk  of  the  Counoil,  Medioal  Offioer  of 
Health  and  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor  for  their  help  and  co-operation  during 
the  year.

The  Food  and  Dings  Authority  is  the  Derbyshire  County  Council  and 
the  County  Analyst  Mr.  J.  Markland,  Esq.,  B.Sc.,F,R.I.C.  has  kindly  supplied  the 
following  report  on  samples  taken  in  the  Urban  District. 

"31  samples  were  taken,  including  11  milks. 

One  sample  of  untreated  milk  was  deficient  in  fat,  A formal 
sample  was  taken  and  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

Samples  of  milk  in  course  of  delivery  to  a Dairy  Company  contained 
added  water.  Proceedings  were  taken  against  the  supplier  who  was  fined  £5  plus 
£10*  3.  6d.  costs. 

A sample  of  Pork  sausages  contained  Sulphur  Dioxide  Preservative  althoug 
this  was  not  declared  at  the  time  of  sale.  The  manufacturer  was  cautioned. 

A loaf  sold  as  "Milk  Bread"  was  deficient  in  milk  solids  and  butter  fat, 
It  was  not  in  fact  Milk  Bread  and  the  manufacturer  was  cautioned. 

Remaining  samples  were  satisfactory." 

WATER  SUPPLY 


The  South  Derbyshire  Water  Board  provide  the  water  supply  for  the 
town,  and  I am  indebted  to  Mr.  I*G.  Edwards,  Engineer  and  General  Manager, 
South  Derbyshire  Water  Board,  for  his  observations  which  are  given  below 


(a) ,  The  water  supply  to  the  area  has  been  adequate  in  quantity  and  generally 

satisfactory  in  quality. 

(b)  Regular  examination  is  made  of  both  raw  and  treated  water.  A total  of  49 
bacteriological,  2 chemical  and  47  partial  chemical  samples  were  taken 
during  the  year,  both  at  the  works  and  from  various  points  in  the  Urban 
District.  Of  the  49  bacteriological  samples  taken,  two  indicated  the 
presence  of  coliforms.  Further  checks  indicated  colif orm-free  waters. 

The  supply  to  the  area  is  derived  from  three  sources 

Rodsley  Boreholes 
Derby  Road  Well 
Ladyhole  Borehole.
